Apparently Not Ready to Attack the 
Russians. 
Mukden, Nov. 10, via Tientsin, Nov. 
12.— An artillery fire from both sides 
is continued at intervals. It is heavier 
on the Russian right wing, where, all 
day Nov. 9 and also during the night, 
the Russians shelled the Japanese po­ 
sitions with their heavy guns. Neither 
Bide on that date gained any advan­ 
tage.As a result of the heavy bombard­ 
ment by the Russians the Japanese 
have withdrawn some of their batter­ 
ies from the advanced positions. 
It 
is now believed that, not being ready 
to attack, they are falling back to the 
hills. 
The Russians gained a great advan­ 
tage when towards the end of the bat­ 
tle on Shakhe river they recaptured 
Lone Tree hill. The hill commands 
a large part of the plain over which 
the Japanese must advance. 
The operations are about the same 
each day. 
There is artillery firing 
most of the time and frequent (dashes 
ot infantry at night. 
The Japanese are notably econom­ 
ical in the use of ammunition, as 
though anticipating an early battle, 
when great quantities will be neces­ 
sary.It is known that the Japanese have 
placed guns of large caliber in the vi­ 
cinity of the Shakhe railway station, 
bringing Shiatun, the next station to 
the' north, within the range of their 
fire. The great precautions taken by 
t+rr Russians, 
their continued 
vigi­ 
lance and the disposition of their 
forces would seem to guarantee their 
anny from any repetition of disasters 
of enormous magnitude. 
in the extreme east the Japanese ap­ 
pear not to have advanced north of 
Saimaehi and to have concentrated 
their 
forces in their center. The 
prevailing conviction is that the rein­ 
forcements received by the Japanese 
have been much larger than reported 
and consequently it is expected they 
will attack.

ed. More than twenty messages were 
transmitted from the world’s fair wire­ 
less tower and received by the opera­ 
tor iu the aerial craft.

Positions of Armies Near Mukden Lit­ 
tle Changed. 
Mukden, Nov. 12.—The positions of 
the armies on both sides remain little 
changed, though 
there 
i ; continual 
skirmishing going on with the object 
of securing minor positions tending to 
strengthen the respective lines of de­ 
fense. The Russian scouts are very 
daring in secretly reconnoitering the 
whole of the Japanese lines, some 
even creeping up to the Japanese 
trenches and lying concealed there all 
day 
and returning 
at night. The 
Japanese have constructed in many 
places double aid even 
triple and 
quadruple lines of trenches, wire en­ 
tanglements, mines and pits. 
Cossack patrols on Nov. 10 pene- 
trnted as far as Sandiapu, where they 
inflicted a blow against a large force 
of Japanese, and then returned rapid­ 
ly to the Russian main line without 
loss. A patrol also got in the rear of 
two Japanese companies moving to 
attack a Russian position. The Cos­ 
sacks defeated the Japanese and re­ 
turned safely to the Russian lines.

V IO L A T E S A F E D E R A L S T A T U T E . 


Auburn. Cal., Nov. 12.—It is now 
known that Julius Weber, his wife, 
their nine.een-year-oid daughter Ber­ 
tha, their son 
Paul, aged fourteen, 
were murdered Thursday night by an 
unknown assassin who set fire to the 
home in an effort to cover his crime. 
Before the fire had made any head­ 
way, the bodies of the murdered wo­ 
man and her two children were res­ 
cued from the burning house. 
An 
examination 
of 
the 
bodies 
showed that Mrs. Weber and the chil­ 
dren had i>een murdered before tire 
had been started. The daughter had 
been killed by a pistol wound, as had 
been Mrs. Weber. On the boy’s head 
were several deep cuts. He had also 
been shot. All efforts to reach Julius 
Weber, 
the father, 
who was 
not 
thought to be In the burning house, 
were abandoned until Friday when a 
search was made in the burning tim­ 
bers and his body was found in the 
bath’oom of the dwelling. He too 
had been shot down before being left 
to b<* consumed by the flames. This 
makes the death list as follows: 
Julius 
Weber, 
aged 
forty-eight; 
Mrs. Julius Weber, aged forty-one: 
Bertha Weber, aged nineteen; Paul 
Weber, fourtr en years. 
The body of Mr. Weber was so badly 
burned that it has been impossible to 
aseccrtain how often he was shot. It 
has been asce ’tained beyond a doubt 
thut the women were hilled in one 
room and their clothing set on fire 
and that they were then dragged into 
the apartment where the bodies were 
discovered. 
Very Peculiar Circumstance. 
One very peculiar circumstance of 
the tragedy is that, while tho bodies 
of the mother and daughter were 
burned to some extent, the apartment 
in which they were lying was not on 
fire when the firemen broke in, which 
showed that they had been killed in 
some other portion of the house, par­ 
tially burned and then dragged into 
the room where they were found. 
The physicians are holding an au­ 
topsy over the badly scarred remains 
of Julius Weber. Coroner Shephard, 
Sheriff Keene and District Attorney 
Robins n are making a thorough in­ 
vestigation of the tragedy. They are

no arrests, but

would ind i-d e that the murders wa re 
the work o 
meditated 
a madman, or coolly, pre- 
rim
